Unhappy incident Attends an 
Early 


Easter Service. 
Minneapolis. April 4.—Twenty-seven 
members of the boys’ choir of Geth- 
semane Episcopal church of this city 
were taken sick during the morning 
Easter service, and it is feared that 
several of them may die 
The boys 
sang at th*. 
*:«r!y service at 
6; 30 
o’clock and were then served with 
breakfast by the Ladies’ Guild in the 
guild hall of the church. 
When the 
time came for the 10:30 service sev­ 
eral of the boys complained of feeling 
ill and before the service ended four­ 
teen had been forced to retire because 
of nausea. 
The breakfast was a simple one, in­ 
cluding pork tenderloin, potatoes stew­ 
ed in milk, doughnuts and coffee. At 
first it was thought that the poisoning 
was due to trichinae, but this theory 
was questioned later, the pork having 
been analyred and found to be abso­ 
lutely pure. 
Theories of ptomaine 
poisoning were advanced, but the doc­ 
tors are able to suggest no plausible 
reason for the boys’ Illness.

Shanghai, April 4.—An unconfirmed 
report says that a Japanese arm y of 
105,000 men has landed opposite Taku ! 
Shan, in southern Manchuria, and is !

toward the Yalu river, and th at a third ! 
force has disembarked in northeastern 
Korea and is marching westward 


Leiden. April 4.—Reports of further 
skirmishing between the Russians and ; 
Jap.tie se in the Yalu rive¿- rogiom&re 
reaching London, but no reliable de- 
tads are given. 
A Seoul correspon­ 
dent believes that the defenses of Port 
Arthur have been so weakened that 
the early capture of the port is to be 
expected. 
There is little doubt, the 
correspoadent says, that only a nar­ 
row passage is left, and th at at the 
first favorable opportunity the Ja p a­ 
nese will block the channel. The Rus­ 
sians t.ave taken many 12-inch guns 
out of their ships to arm the old and 
new defences of Poit Arthur. 
The correspondent says he learns 
that in the first attack on Port Ar­ 
thur the greater part of the Japanese 
torpedo t*oat flotilla mistakenly follow­ 
ed two Russian torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers which crossed their path, and thus 
failed to enter the harbor to complete 
the destruction of the Russian fleet. 
A correspondent at Yin Kow say* 
that the position there is daily becom­ 
ing stronger. 
A fortnight aero the Jap­ 
anese could have landed with compar­ 
ative ease, while now they will experi­ 
ence great difficulty. 
The correspon­ 
dent saya he has received trustw orthy 
information ‘hat the concentration of 
troops along the railway has been so 
rapid that it is now impossible for the 
Japanese to carry the war into Man­ 
churia with any hope of success, and 
that the most they can do is to isolate 
Port Arthur and possibly Vladivostok. 
Latest 
trustworthy 
reports 
show 
that the main Russian concentration 
is on the line from Liao Yang to Hai 
Cheng south of Mukden, and that ar­ 
rivais from the north and depletions 
from the Port Arthur garrison are con­ 
centrated there at a convenient point 
for dispatch to th«- Yalu. There is aiso 
a mobile force in readiness to meet 
any other threatened Japanese ad­ 
vance or landing 
It is not easy to 
form & correct estim ate of the naval 
situation.

The Japanese 
Army

Tokio. April 4.—The advance guard 
of the Japanese army in northw estern 
Korea occupied the town 
of Sang 
Cheng Saturday afternoon w ithout op­ 
position. 
hang Cheng is on the Pekin 
road, eighteen miles west of Chengju 
and about forty miles south of Wiju. 
When the Japanese drove the Rus­ 
sians out of Chengju last Monday the 
Russians withdrew in two columns, 
one going over the Koak San road, 
and the other over the Pekin road. 
The Japanese advance from Chengju 
was made very rapidly. 
It was antici­ 
pated th at the Russians would resist j 
this advance, but they failed to do ao, 
and now it is not probable that there 
will be any further opposition 
south 
of the Yalu river. 
Chengju, because of Its 
superior 
natural surroundings, is the strongest 
place between Ping Yang and Wiju. 
Besides 
these 
natural 
advantages 
there Is an old 
Korean fort there, 
which, had 
it been defended w ith 
spirit, would have been hard to take. 
The Japanese are gratified at the com­ 
parative ease with which they drove 
the R ussians irom this fort.
